I Ie was taken to the W agner 
hospital, from which institution lit' was discharged yesterday 
morning at IO o ’clock.

I he loss of the building is 
covered by insurance, and it is presumed that I he' W. I. G rant 
Y om pany also had its stock insured. 
fire companies from the surrounding area and three* of 
the Bristol volunteer companies, along with fire* companies 
from Burlington, we nt into service. 
Bristol volunteer com ­ 
panies, Nos. I, 2 and 5; Headley M anor fire C o m p a n y of 
Edgely; C roydon l ire* C om pany, did reserve duty, moving 
their apparatus into the municipal fire station, so as to answer 
any other alarms that might Im* received for fire within the 
borough. 
I he local companies were placed in reserve to pro­ 


tect the defense industries, as the ‘se firemen are familiar with 
the loc ation of local alarm boxes and fire hydrants here. 
Previous to the G rant fire, Bristol Consolidated fire De- 
part merit fought a stubborn blaze at 8 I (J and 821 Pine street. 
At this fire Albert (Slim ) Stowe, Bristol Consolidated fireman, 
suffered a severe* injury to his left ankle*. I Ie returned to the 


fire station and answered tin* alarm at the G ra n t store, but 
the pain of the injured ankle became so severe, that lie was 
removed to the* W agner hospital in the am bulance of Bucks 
C ounty Rescue Squad. I Ic* was discharged ye sterday.
